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It is far easier to cause offence than to seek a remedy for any 
offence(s) caused or damage(s) caused to any one individual in life. 
Where there is a need for remedial work to be undertaken, the key 
skill is in noting as a mediator, who is at fault and why they are at 
fault and where there is a need for remedy, the most important aspect 
is that the accused understands why they are required to remedy a 
situation. As a child, I failed to realise the value of money, which has 
travelled into adulthood in a world in which, there are very few things 
that are of value. Money does not constitute a route to heaven, 
regardless of whether it has god “written on it” due to the fact that 
Jesus Christ, the son of Mary and Joseph who was born in Bethlehem 
and died on a cross in Jerusalem, was far from pleased with money. 
Money, it has been noted is the route to all evil. As such, any money is 
a corrupting influence, regardless of whether you have it or not. Those 
who do not have money are corrupted in such a manner as to gain 
what they do not have. Those who do have money are corrupted in 
such a manner as to keep or give what was not theirs to give. 

Money does not belong to men or women, and neither does it 
belong to churches or to countries. It was founded by people who 
became a part of history when they passed from this mortal coil with a 
view to seeing the face of God. The idea of a dream that allows 
individuals to gain incredible levels of wealth in an upwardly mobile 
society is skewed (with regards to individuals who without recourse to 
finance or funding, would remain a member of the community they 
live in, within the class they live in). 

Social stratification based on materialistic wealth and 
accumulation for the sake of your family is all well and good, as most 
people of a Christian persuasion will value material and wealth. But 
when the bible states ‘blessed are the poor’ the question has to be 
asked; of all the people who have ever lived on the streets of any 
country, or who have starved on the streets of any country throughout 
history, how many of them would be classed as blessed? Of all the 
people classed as ‘ travellers ’ or ‘ gypsy ’(which I would assume is as 
offensive as a racist taunt), how many of them have been blessed to be 
poor? Of all the people who live without homes, how many of them 










are blessed to have little or no shelter at night? Of all the people 
without homes, how many of them are blessed to sleep in cemeteries 
or witness the very heart of public entertainment (the night life) whilst 
attempting to sleep? How many people are proud to have a cup filled 
with money they had to beg for? 

Money, as designed by the grand architects of society is the 
route to the destruction of all nations. Every war requires money from 
public funds (communal funds) to pay for new and more advanced 
methods of murder. New and more advanced ways of training people 
to kill. So why kill if you get paid? Because you get paid to kill? 

Reading a person their last rights in jail prior to an execution 
(an archaic tool for removing the life from another human being) is a 
process that was dispensed with almost a century ago in Britain. It 
lacks the faith and trust placed in a civil populous and respect for the 
dignity of a human life. The worth of a human life, regardless of age, 
race, class or sex. So who decides who’s life is worth something and 
who’s life is worthless? This is not a criticism or a judgement (where 
as a well meaning adult or reasoned child) you might be able to 
articulate your thoughts in a cohesive and conclusive manner such that 
you are able to assess your surroundings, the community you live in 
and then decide whether you are right, your faith is right or your belief 
is right. 

Money is the downfall of society, due to the corruption that is 
created amongst members of a community. Sometimes it is one 
member, sometimes it is all members who are forsaken as a result in 
modernity. But in the past, the money paid for metal for armour and 
swords. For wood, for ships. For sheep and goats, cows and corn, or 
even rice and potatoes. Famine and sickness were widespread, almost 
endemic. They have been eradicated in the western world, but illness 
and sicknesses that are being cured by doctors and are treatable are not 
being treated in Africa (by all bar the charity of organisations such as 
the Red Cross or Disaster Relief). Gratitude to these organisations is 
one thing, but should any single individual or community, nation or 
continent require an over arching need, a dependence on charitable 
giving? 

Remembering the Nationalist socialist government of Germany 
every day is a fear that many have for fear of their re-emergence. But 
forgetting them is a fear that none seem to share due to the rise of 


nuclear states. How much is a Nuclear bomb worth in comparison to a 
human life? And more to the point, when a nuclear bomb ceases to be 
nuclear is it still worth the same in comparison to a human life? How 
many more lives are saved by building farms (for jobs, food and 
community growth), schools, colleges and universities (for education 
of children, adults and everyone in between) and hospitals (for 
education and healing of a general populous along with jobs and 
community growth, support and health of individuals and 
communities). 

Socialism is welfare of an entire group of people. But that 
welfare is only as strong as the educational system that supports it. 
Global Disarmament in light of this fact is a simple prayer. Forgive the 
modern generation of German citizens. Forgive the modern generation 
of Israeli citizens and pray they learn to forgive one another because 
two or three generations from now, it will be all the more difficult to 
open a dialogue. If every nation worked together, and worked as 
governments do, for the public(s) of every nation, we would live on a 
peaceful globe. 1963-68 saw unrivalled potential for the entirety of the 
human population despite space age technology and team working 
systems hailed as a miracle for the entire world, only one or two 
continents have been left out of the scientific discovery of research in 
space apparently due to education and choice from the victors of war. 

If war is all there is, why allow any civil population to have 
children, to grow in affection and hope or love for one another. If war 
is all there is, why allow any nation time to develop armaments and 
weapons when war will become inevitable. If war is all there is, why 
have history? Because all there is for the future is hope that we as a 
species on this planet, a shared common genus that has divergent 
trends is as always left in a moral quandary as to how best to promote 
peace. So, here is a simple solution: 

if every single person in any one country, city or even street 
becomes an ambassador for their country, anyone who is not 
involved in making peace will not see space travel with their own 
eyes. As a result, their kids and their country will not see space 

travel. 

Sounds fair enough, which would make Earth heaven, or hell or 
purgatory for any individual who is enlisted in space travel and

exploration. But why should you listen to me ranting about something 
I have no control over? 



Adam Smith designed an idea of the value of certain items that were 
common in the age with which he resided on planet Earth. This is 
prior to the advent of the mass consumption of various fast-moving- 
consumer-goods. An example might be the daily consumption of pre¬ 
cooked foods. Whether bought from a fast food outlet or from a 
supermarket. In industrial and financial districts, it is more likely you 
will likely have competition and competition in itself has a lot to 
answer for as businesses lack a soul despite containing potentially 
many millions of souls within their doors and walls. 

The idea that capitalism has failed my generation is an 
interesting note on the economic markets stability and (or) instability. 
This has affected the Gross Domestic and Gross National Product of 
the nation in which deficits exist where more resources, more human 
resources and more tanks, planes and ships are required. But why do 
you need ships to protect people who cannot fight themselves? Why 
should anyone fight for people they don’t know? *(my children 
believe that honour, pride and dignity are inherently bound within the 
idea of fighting a war for something that is greater than they are). I am 
(was) an African, now I live in Britain. I define my culture and 
nationality as the place I was raised and also as the place my passport 
is bound (containing languages of the four nations of which I have 
been adopted - despite only really having lived in one). 

Jesus Christ threw people out of a temple once, and threw 
money out of the temple at the same time, he rejected the idea of 
money as it was a corrupting influence. He didn’t wear a golden 
crown or sit on a royal throne on earth but was destroyed by the idea 
of power and influence, inherently bound within the Caesar who 
crucified him and the nobles and elites who sacrificed and betrayed 
him. The Philistines of old (the people who paid Judas in silver) 
caused the death of Judas, who was corrupted by them. So that’s 
murder on one count. The caused the death of Jesus (murder on two 
counts). Christians have been persecuted internationally and murdered 
(murder count rising). And then Christians began to get attacked in 
their superiority (post World War II) and became the aggressors. All 
this because 2,000 years ago someone who is now immortalised for 








life said he would be back. He came back to life and no-one believed 
it was him. Did anyone deserve salvation back then? Would any of us 
(as Christians) have Christian salvation were it not for Jesus Christ? Is 
his sacrificial (archaic idea of killing or sacrificing ones soul for the 
greater good) for a world that didn’t deserve salvation fair? Global 
Disarmament, the laying down of all weapons, be they nuclear, 
projectile or fissile or otherwise is a simple rhetorical question. If you 
create the rules, laws and define how society should operate, yet you 
fear the very people you serve, such that you fight a war with both the 
people and with the public(s) of other countries; destroying your 
enemies completely, then have you fulfilled a religious sentiment? 

Yes. Have you listened to god? No. 

People were saved through belief in god. Without having 
knowledge of a bible, of which the New Testament is less bloodthirsty 
than that of the Old Testament. When I say I renounce all faith, I don’t 
mean New or Old Testament, I don’t mean Islam versus Christianity 
or Buddhism versus Hindu or Urdu, I don’t even mean any 
nondescript or unmentioned religion. Rather I mean all religion so that 
you can show Christ how to be a better believer in the idols mankind 
has created. I once thought I was saved, now this is not about religion. 
Its about the world. It’s about you. 




On the meaning of an oral versus written history 




What does a written history of a bible mean, when the original 
translation, written and printed centuries ago in Latin is only available 
at expense in a dead language that only a minority of individuals 
globally speaks? What does it mean to the memory of the original 
Roman invaders and conquerors? What does it mean to the rest of the 
world? If you ask someone about the history of the Longboat they will 
likely tell you stories of Norse invasions and conquests for war. 

Now tell me the history of Africa? I could tell you about the 
Egyptians (ancient) as many tombs of early Pharaoh's have been 
discovered. But tell me the story of the humans who survived in 
Africa at the time of Christ and you would say? What of the languages 
spoken at the time of Christ? Who was Artaxerxes and where did he 
live? Where was there an empire or a conquest to find the holy grail in 
Africa? 

What is the difference between an oral history versus a written 
history? Oral history refers to the passing on of information from one 
person or one group to another, in only that format. So any history is 
shared and like ‘Chinese whispers’ will become transformed over 
time. This is a game that is played in school to explain to children how 
a message evolves over time. It requires good listening skills and good 
spoken skills in order to understand a message and then pass it on. 
How do you move on from the past? How do you forgive your 
enemies? By pretending they are your friends until you eventually 
grow to trust them. When you trust them, and they trust you, then all 
you have is trust (as opposed to war). 

What is the difference between a written history and an oral 
history? A written history is usually saved for later dissemination, 
usually on paper, but in the modern age it is also electronic. If the 
writer (such as in this case) requests that the information in all of his 
work (such as in this case) is left unchanged in all forms, languages 
and styles such that you might see the difference between the growth 
of an individual from childhood / adolescence to adulthood through 
narrative then, it will become evident. The message is simple. As an 
African / Afro-Scot / Briton, I have learnt to value life in the country I 









live in. I have learnt to value life. But just because I value my life, 
why should anyone else value my life? 

I valued Karl Marx and Leon Trotsky growing up. I agreed with 
peaceful protests such as those carried out by Martin Luther King. I 
respect world leaders, authors and subjects of the Crown alike to the 
point where, I realised that in comparison to history, my life is worth a 
lot less now than then. But in reality, I have my own self-value now in 
comparison to then. Britain didn’t have a civil rights movement 
because the Representation of the People Acts and now the Devolved 
Governments (are) the civil rights movements for an entire populous 
regardless of race, sex or faith etc. 

Karl Marx tried to educate a public about the evils of 
uneducated ways of life, and made his work(s) complicated but easy 
enough for people at the time (educated or otherwise) to learn from 
and to follow. Trotsky founded an econometric system that both led to 
the end of the reign of the Russian royal family and also to the 
foundation of the now non-existent United Soviet States of Russia. 

Now, imagine a world where the capital you have still remains 
in your bank account, to commemorate the life and death of a 
monarch who saved the world through her devotion to the very same 
public.

How would you know whether they received it 
(the money)? [you have a mobile phone?] and why should you help 
a person [because rather than having a pen pal at school, adopt a 
family member or even a family - your economy does not match 
theirs, your wealth and ability to buy does not match theirs - your 
space race does not match theirs - your poverty does not match 
theirs - your infrastructure does not match theirs - your 
community does not match theirs - your life and lifestyle does not 
match theirs - you are not the same therefore there is no equality 
and until the entire world is equal, there will never be equality 
between the sexes, races, classes or religions].
